BEFORE SUBMITTING THE APPLICATION THE CAN-

THE PLACE AT WHICH HE WASHES TO APPEAR FOR

ENTERTAINED, 
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2. The application form and the acknowledgement card nuist 
be completed in the candidate's own handwriting.
